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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed by July 15, 2005, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application became abandoned for failure to timely respond to a Notice to File Missing Parts 
mailed June 7, 2004. The notice required an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .63 and the 
surcharge as set forth in 37 CFR 1.16(e). A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on February 18, 
2005. In response, on July 15, 2005, the present petition was filed, as well as an executed
